Watkinſon cauſed advertiſements to be inſerted in 
the different papers, intimating, that the advertiſer had 
money to any amount, ready to advance on bond and 
other ſecurity. In conſequence of this, Mr. Robinſon, - 
of» Hatton-Carden, met him at the London Coffee- 
| houſe, agreeable to wy nary in the advertiſement. 
Here the terms of the intended buſineſs were adjuſted, 
and a ſecond meeting, appointed for the next day; 
when Mr. Robinſon eee | two bills of exchange, 
which he was deſirous of laving diſcounted ; one was for 
five hundred, and the other for three hundred pounds, 
both payable at two months after date: theſe bills 
were given to Watkinſon, who pretended'that-a colla- 
eral ſecurity was neceſſary, and therefore, propoſed 
that a bond ſhould be given for the ſame amount as 
the bills, with a defeaſnoe on the back, purporting, 
that the ſaid bond ſhoùld become void, providing the 
bills were paid in due game. The drift of hi artifice not 
being in the leaſt ſuſpected by Mr. Robinſon, he imme- 
diately agreed to the propoſal, and Watkinſon produ- 
ced an inſtrument which was executed by the parties. 
Phe 'Swindler then gave a draft on a banker for two 
hundred and fifty pounds, and as ſoon as the money 
was received, borrowed: thirty pounds of it on ſome 
ſpecious pretext,. promiſing the balance of five hun-

dred and eighty pounds in a few days. 
Mn. Robinſon, after ſome days had elapſed, applied 
for the remaining ſum, but finding himſelf trifled with 
in a very ſtrange manner, at length became greatly | 
alarmed: but how much was his ſurprize aggravated -

lum of cighteen hundred and fifty-fivg pounds! and this 


extraordinary meaſure was no ſooner put in force againſt 


him, than he was arreſted for three hundred and fifty- 


five pounds more; the villain having added fifty-five 
pounds to the bill for three hundred, and altered the date 
lo as to make it appear payable in one month inſtead. of 
two, in order to give an apparent juſtification to the arreſt, 
Inſtead of a bond, Watkinſon provided a warrant 
of attorney, on the blank half ſheet of which the de- 
feaſance was written, and not as defeaſances ought to 
be, on the back of the printed page; ſo that by diyid- 
ing the ſheet, he became poſſtſſed of an abſolute and 
unconditional warrant of attorney; and having erazed 
the original ſum ſpecified in the - inſtrument, made 
it appear to have been drawn for the above-mentioned * 


ſum of eighteen hundred and fifty-five pounds; ſo that 


for the ſum of two hundred and twenty pounds, the gen- 
tleman was reduced to the neceſſity of either paying 
twenty two hundred and ten pounds, or indicting the 
the villain for the frauds and forgeries; he choſe the lat - 
latter mode of procedure; and, many other complaints 
of a ſimilar nature being lodged againſt him, he was ap- 
prehended and brought before the Bench of Juſtices in 
Bow-ſtreet, on Wedneſday the 248 of March, 1774. 
The examination reſpecting Mr. Robinſon's: affair 
being over, and that gentleman bound to proſecute, 
Mr. De Beuille informed the Bench, that he had ap- 
plied to the priſoner for the loan of five hundred 
pounds for the uſe of his brother-in-law, who was un- 
der age; and that he promiſed to advance the required 
ſum on condition that he (De Beuille) would give his note 
for the ſame: This being agreed to, they had ſeveral 
meetings at different coffee-houſes, and at length, by
